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Kansas Black and White Shows 


The 1938 Series drew 453 head 
from 151 Breeder-Exhibitors— Total 
Attendance 5,331 at the Nine Shows. 


Kansas has adopted the Black and 
White Show as a major item in its 
Extension Program and is getting 
back of it in a very worthwhile man- 
ner. The 1938 series of nine shows, 
running from April 25 to May 4, 
drew a total of 453 entries from 151 
Kansas breeders, and were witnessed 
by 5,331 spectators. Prof. Henry W. 
Cave of Kansas State College officiat- 
ed as judge at the whole series, the 
group or Danish system of placing 
being used as in previous years here. 
In every instance, committees from 
the local Holstein breeders club were 
in charge of details, with the finest of 
cooperation from Chambers of Com- 
merce, County Agricultural Agents 
and the local press. Programs were 
varied from day to day in some de- 
tails, but in the main, in addition to 
the actual judging of the cattle, 
which was the main feature, there 
were judging contests for both sen- 
iors and juniors, winners being eligi- 
ble for the State contest at Hutchin- 
son next fall. Special exhibit booths 
were set up at the various shows, de- 
pending upon the material available 
locally, but usually featuring cows 
with especially high life-time produc- 
tion records. Holstein breed literature 
was on display for free distribution. 
Special milking contests and other 
stunts enlivened the various pro- 
grams. One show, Sabetha, special- 
izes in a Beauty Pageant that has 
received nationwide recognition in 
the press. In some cases special dis- 
plays were made of young bulls of- 
fered for sale, and a number of trans- 
actions were completed on the spot. 

Space limitations make it impos- 
sible to list completely the exhibitors 
and awards, or to give the deserved 
credit here to the many individuals 
who gave so liberally of their time 
and energies to make these shows the 
outstanding successes that they were. 
It was only by wholehearted interest 
and cooperation that the fine results 
of the effort were made _ possible.

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Have an Outside Interest

sandy Creek Fair yearbook. As representing an out- 
sanding purebred cattle establishment (though of the 
Guernsey breed) Captain Barclay’s doings may be 
supposed to be of some interest to the good cattle breed- 
ers who read the World. It was under his direction that 
the sensational public sale of last September was staged 
at Douglaston Manor in which the entire offering, con- 
sisting of 37 members of the herd, attained a total of 
almost $50,000.00. As a director of the fair the Cap- 
tain has done much during recent years to put new life 
into its activities, and now, having been drafted to serve 
as president of the fair organization, he is planning 
a five-day program eclipsing anything heretofore at- 
tempted in staging this event which is winning recogni- 
tion a8 an exposition of more than local importance. 

So this one day, which is Saturday, brings to my 
special notice these three instances as illustrating how 
important a factor in community progress may be the 
well-directed outside interests of our busy, consistent 
workers. Whatever the vocation, be it that of editor, 
housewife, livestock breeder and farmer or of toiler in 
shop or office, there is always an outside field where 
sme of the world’s best work is waiting to be done. 
And often it is this outside field that affords the indi- 
vidual his best opportunuity for self expression. Quite 
anumber of years ago, having occasion to see Mr. H. V. 
Noyes on a matter relating, if I remember rightly, to 
slate association activities, I found him participating as 
‘member of a brass band that was taking part in some 
‘lebration then being observed in Oneida. And last 
‘all, some time after his appointment to the high office 
{N. Y. State Commissioner of Agriculture, the news- 
papers carried mention of his interest in music as indi- 
ated in his rehearsals with a symphony orchestra in 
Albany. A diligent and efficient farmer and livestock- 
nan in charge of the Oneida Community farm and herd, 
Mr Noyes broadened his interests as a member of the 
“ecutive board of the national Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
‘ation until his work in this field became a major vo- 
ation and not properly to be classed as an outside pur-

milk are all in the day’s work with Hall who for years 
has been treasurer of the Oswego County Farm and 
Home Bureau Association and amid other activities has 
taken a hand in civic affairs with the result that last 
fall, rather against his will, he was elected mayor of 
the city of Oswego—indicating that if you don’t look out 
your outside interest may get out of hand and land 
you in a bigger job. 


I am thinking of an outside interest as either quite 
separate from one’s trade or profession or if related 
thereto, of advance or post-graduate character like the 
farm and home bureaus or, for the younger members of 
the family, the 4-H Club. And the outside interest in 
the sense here intended must be outside the individual, 
claiming attention for the work’s sake or for the good 
of a cause. Such an outside interest engaged the late 
Wing R. Smith when, single-handed, he undertook the 
founding of a New York State Holstein Club and as its 
unpaid secretary carried it along through many pioneer 
years of growing usefulness during a period when im- 
portant problems, including an epidemic of foot and 
mouth disease, called for action by organized breeders 
of purebred cattle. Considering this idea of the cattle 
club or the farm bureau as an outside interest related 
to the daily task I think of Holstein leaders of the Jim 
Stone type whose work and influence extend far beyond 
the borders of the home farm. The purebred cattle in- 
dustry lends itself to the broadening of horizons. 

Theodore Roosevelt in his book, “Through the 
Brazilian Wilderness,’’ commenting on the character 
of his companion explorer, George K. Cherrie, remarked 
that Cherrie and he had similar views on questions of 
public duty, each recognizing an obligation to serve his 
community; and he commended his friend for his work 
as a member of the school board in his home town back 
in New England. This reminds me that another of Bill 
Prescott’s outside interests is his long-time participa- 
tion in the government of Pulaski as a member of the 
village board, also that Maurice Prescott has been an 
active and helpful member of the Sandy Creek High 
School board over a period of many years. Perhaps 
the latter instance should not be cited as illustrating an 
outside interest since during this trusteeship Mr. and 
Mrs. Prescott have seen their four children come up 
through the grades, and the son, Ted, and two of his 
sisters graduate from the high school while the young- 
est daughter is due for graduation next year. The 
Sandy Creek school system has, therefore, been a sort of 
family affair for the editor during the many years of his 
incumbency as a board member—a period marked by 
the tearing down of old school buildings and the erec- 
tion of a new and well-appointed, modern structure. 
Having dealt thus lightly with the two editors, it. may 
be proper for me to say that I am presuming to write 
as a privileged contributor and if this gets by there may 
be other and more important facts to report concerning 
the two in some later articles. And, by the way, though 
not relating directly to the main topic, it may be of 
interest to Holstein readers to know that Ted Prescott, 
who began his apprenticeship last summer as fieldman 
and writer for the World, and his sister, Patricia, are 
both graduating from Cornel] this June, after which it 
is to be expected that Ted will resume his place on the 
World staff. Which goes to show that an outside interest, 
in the long run, sometimes brings back substantial re- 
turns. 

“Have an Outside Interest” was the topic of an ad- 
dress by Dr. Henry B. Favill as guest of honor at the 
annual dinner of the Harvester Club in Chicago, Feb- 
ruary 3, 1916. Dr. Favill will be remembered by many 
as a distinguished Chicago physician whose outside 
interests included Milford Meadows Stock Farm at Lake 
Mills, Wisconsin, with its fine herd of Holsteins. In 
that address the doctor contended among other things 
for a greater interest in community life. He said, in 
part,— 

“In the light of the turmoil which now exists in 
the world; with the internal trepidation every one 
of us feels as to what is coming next; with the 


serious thought that a large percentage of the men

That this may 
not be a wild estimate is evidenced by the fact that dur- 
ing the Pre-View Week-End on April 30 and May 1a 
million people visited the fair in its present state of 
development, regardless of inclement weather. 

The Borden project has as one of its main purposes 
the promotion of the pure bred dairy cattle breeding 
industry. The breeds are all working in close harmony 
and we understand are planning to alternate their field- 
men in attendance, each to serve all breeds during his 
stay. This is one of the fine results already growing out 
of the effort. Each breed association will furnish 30 
cows, plus the necessary replacements as they advance 
in lactation. It is expected that suitable cows will be 
loaned by individual breeders, who will reap benefit by 
having their names on prominent display over their 
animals. The Borden Co. has agreed to furnish trans- 
portation of all cows from their home farms, and re-

He was still owned jointly by Maytag Dairy 
farms and Henry Heuer & Son. Following this show sea- 
sn, the Heuer interests were purchased by Maytag. In 
1937, he headed the Maytag show herd, and was an unde- 
fated grand champion at Waterloo, the Canadian Royal 
Winter Fair and the State Fairs of Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Indiana and Kentucky. He was a unanimous choice for 
All-American aged bull and again, with his full brother,

Two daughters were 
shown in the strong 4-H Club show at the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, where they placed first and third, after 
placing first and second in the open class at the Cedar 
County Fair. 

The untimely passing of Man-O-War Progressor is a 
great loss not only to Maytag Dai-y Farms, but to the 
breed. Concerning his death, M. M. Campbell, Maytag 
Manager, writes: “We never had a similar infection on 
any animal here, before nor since, and of our 165 head of 
cattle, we could have picked out about 160 or more others 
that we would have preferred to spare rather than Pro- 
gressor, if 1t had to be—but that is Fate.” 





70th Annual Jersey Report 

HE American Jersey Cattle Club held its 70th an- 
Ta meeting June 1, at the Waldorf-Astoria in New 

York City, with 43 members in attendance. From 
the report of the meeting in the current issue of the Jer- 
sey Bulletin we find a note of optimism in the progress 
the Club has made during 1937 and 1938, which reflects 
the continued upward trend in the dairy business. Jer- 
sey registrations show an increase for the year of 4%, 
While transfers are up one-tenth above the previous 
year. A total of 1,789 Register of Merit records were 
made during the period, an increase of 15%, with test- 
ing in the Herd Improvement up 7%. ‘There are now 
hore cows on test tha never before in the history of the 
Club, over 10,000 cows. Club membership has been 
climbing steadily since the bottom of the depression in 
1933, and is now at 1,371 members, an increase of 4% 
over last year, and the highest in its history. 
Jersey Creamline Milk activities have been expanded 
during the year, the total number of licensed handlers of 
the product jumping from 183 to 240, an increase of 
mearly one-third. Expenditures in this department were 
$13,070. Receipts from licenses, etc., $6,231, leaving 
Seer cost of $6,838. The Club operated entirely in the 
lack for the year, with its total revenue, including 
ote fees, equalling $192,845. Expenditures 
7 aled $191,425, leaving an excess of $1,420. The re- 
‘rve fund was increased in 1937 by the purchase of 
$10,000 worth of bonds, to a total par value of over 
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$90,000. Expenditures for extension, publicity and field 
work totaled $67,171. 

Another activity which showed progress during the 
year was the work in herd classification. Forty-seven 
herds were scored, containing 1,081 Jerseys, in compari- 
son with 3 Oherds and 881 animals the previous year. 
The convention also adopted a plan to inaugurate an 
official pedigree service for Jersey breeders.

N. Y. Market Order Changes Urged 


HE proposed Marketing Order, under consideration 
I for the New York Metropolitan Market, sets up 
definite Class I prices which dealers shall pay for 
the milk used in fluid classification. This price is $2.67 
per cwt. for the months of August, September, October, 
November, December, January and February. For the 
other five months, the proposed Class I price is $2.20 
per cwt. 

In the hearings that have been held the point has 
been made and with much logic, that costs of production 
in March and April are as high as any months of the 
year and for that reason should be included among the 
higher priced months. The facts here are beyond dis- 
pute. Production, of course, is higher but the facts do 
not demonstrate that a drop of a cent a quart in the re- 
tail price for this period, which is evidently contem- 
plated, will have any great effect in increasing consump- 
tion. Therefore, why lower the wholesale and retail 
prices for those two months when costs of production 
remain at the peak, as they do in this section during 
March and April? There is logic in giving the consumer 
a break during the three months of flush pasture, most 
of May and June and July—but we can see very little 
advantage for producers from any angle in reducing 
prices for March and April. 

We strongly urge amendment of the Marketing 
Order in this particular before it is submitted to a vote 
of producers.

here tonight may never meet again if things should 
go from bad to worse during the next two or three 
years—with this in mind I ask you, gentlemen, to 
earnestly answer to yourselves the question: ‘What 
are you doing toward the stabilizing of your govern- 
ment—not your national government only but your 
state and municipal government?’ Your answer 
may be: ‘What can I do? What influences have 
I in municipal affairs?’ Let me assure you that the 
one force which is of the greatest consequence in 
the United States, the one force that can be 
mobilized to great advantage, is public opinion, is 
independent thought, is an intelligent understand- 
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of the issues, be they national or municipal. There. 
fore, in the name of all the organizations that are 
reaching out for an honest public opinion, I urge 
you to realize that everyone who interests himself 
intelligently about his municipal affairs, thereby de- 
termining what his ballot shall be, is rendering 
yeoman service on behalf of his country. 

“Bear in mind, gentlemen, that there are a 
thousand ways in which you can bring yourselves 
into this relationship. There are the ways of 
civics, the ways of politics, the ways of all kinds of 
activities. It is not the specific group that you join: 
the point is to join some group which has for its 
purpose an intelligent understanding of the prob- 
lems before us as a people and a determination to 
do its best, whatever it may be, toward the goly- 
tion of those problems. Never in the history of 
this country has it been so imperative that every 
honest, ablebodied, red-blooded, clear-thinking man 
should have his mind set on what is the right thing 
for him, for his community and his country to do.” 

This message of a generation ago when our country 
was facing the probability of engaging in a world war 
still rings true and seems peculiarly appropriate for con- 
sideration in dealing with the disturbing problems of 
today. Therefore, Dr. Favill’s pronouncement on a sub- 
ject quite detached from the practice of his profession 
comes to us after all these years, still vital with the 
wisdom o a man whose life found expression in many 
lines of outside interest. 


HEIZER’S WORK COMMENDED 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The material in your Round Table is most of the 
time interesting, but sometimes it is funny. The recent 
criticism of Dr. Heizer’s work with our association has 
stimulated me to write in his support. 

I first met Dr. Heizer at a Black and White Produc- 
tion Show and saw him classify the cattle and give rea- 
sons for his decisions. He then gave a talk on breeding. 
It was my opinion that he was the best informed scientist 
on practical cow information that I have ever met. I 
bear the reputation of being rather critical of many who 
profess to be judges of dairy cattle and understand 
breeding. In my long experience as a breeder I have 
never met a man who brought scientific information out 
so clearly and pointed the way of applying it so well as 
Dr. Heizer. A year ago he delivered a lecture in our 
Junior High School. The meeting started at 7.30 and 
at midnight the breeders were still asking questions 
and would have liked to had him continue. All the men 
present at that meeting had had long experience in the 
breeding of cattle and have made many costly mistakes. 
Dr. Heizer pointed out ways and means to avoid such 
mistakes and offered a constructive program of breeding. 

If the Holstein-Friesian Association of America does 
not devote itself to assisting the breeders to develop 
better cattle, I see no great reason for its existence. In 
my contact with breeders I have yet to find one who does 
not believe that Dr. Heizer is the best geneticist and 
practical cow man that has ever been engaged by any 
association to instruct the breeders how to proceed in 
the right way. It is time that we breeders appreciated 
what must be done to develop cattle that will not only 
produce well but will also transmit good production and 
type.

Sixteen-year-old Cragdale Valentine 
Skylark Ormsby, Known to _ her 
friends as ‘“‘Old Valentine’’, owned by 
Carl W. Henry, of Greeley, has estab- 
lished the highest lifetime record of 
production to date by any dairy cow 
of any breed in Colorado.

The sale was held 
at the Devon Fair Grounds just out 
of Philadelphia. 
PROVED SIRE STUDY IN KANSAS 
Several facts worthy of note are 
brought out in the study of proved 
sires made at Kansas State College 
recently as reported by their Exten- 
sion Bulletin 80, The Proved Sire 
Program in Kansas. Too much em- 
phasis is often placed upon the dam’s 
record in selecting a herd sire. Ac- 
cording to the results of their study 
of 100 series whose dams had Ad- 
vanced Registry or Registry of Merit 
records, the performance of the vari- 
ous group of sires, grouped according 
to the butterfat records of their 
dams, did not vary greatly, although 
in general there was a slight up- 
ward trend in the sire’s indexes as 
the records of their dams increased. 
The fact that the records of a sire’s 
dam and those of his daughters are 
usually made under different condi- 
tions makes this comparison mis- 
leading. 
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Much reliance can be placed upon 
the average production of 10 or more 
unselected daughters of a sire. When 
the average production of these is 
high, even though their dams’ aver- 
age is not available, one can be quite 
secure in his selection. It is best to 
select a son of a well proved sire, out 
of a good brood cow that has dem- 
onstrated her transmitting ability as 
well as her own high milk and but- 
terfat producing ability. 

The bulletin points out two com- 
mon mistakes made in the breeding 
programs of many farmers, that of 
disposing of a bull before he is 
proved, and that of delaying proof 
of a sire until he is too old. It is 
better they say to keep using a sire 
until he is proved, even if it necessi- 
tates inbreeding to keep the bull 
long enough. One way of avoid- 
ing this necessity is through ex- 
changing sires. The exchange 
of series, even though each one 
may be unproved, takes much of 
the gamble out of the breeding pro- 
gram.

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Western News Notes

The California State Holstein sale 
which is being held at Sacramento 
on May 2nd, brings to mind some 
facts which are worth considering. 
To date, 2,524,538 Holsteins have 
been registered in the United States, 
compared with a total registry of 
2,626,674 of all the other dairy 
breeds combined. This remarkable 
growth hasn’t been brought about 
by high-powered promotion, because 
a cow is just like an automobile: 
“either they’ve got the guts to take 
it,’ or they soon fall by the wayside. 
It’s just the old story of the mouse 
trap again. 

Most gratifying is the report that 
during the first three months of 
1938, nearly 30,000 applications for 
registry have been received by the 
National office. 

A breed organization’s “‘stock in 
trade”’ is its records. This is large- 
ly the explanation of the Holstein’s 
growth. During 1937, 18,122 cows 
were tested by the National Associa- 
tion. Since the inception of yearly 
records, 39,143 cows have been tested 
under advanced registry—all ages, 
with an average of 572.8 lbs. butter- 
fat. (Up to Jan. 1, 1937). In ad- 
dition to this, 52,369 cows have made 
records in Holstein herd tests, which 
more nearly duplicates average farm 
conditions, with an average of 11,- 
101 lbs. milk, 379.8 lbs. butterfat. 
The advanced registry average is 
60 lbs. fat higher than that of the 
nearest competing breed, and the 
herd test average exceeds any other 
by 23 lbs. butterfat. In addition to 
having this advantage in the ability 
to produce and reproduce, this cow 
consumes vast quantities of rough- 
age and forest crops, which is be- 
coming recognized more and more 
as the basis for cheap and efficient 
production. The calves from the 
the Holstein cow weigh in the vicin- 
ity of 95 lbs. at birth, some 28 lbs. 
more than the average of the other 
dairy breeds, and they are ‘“‘born to 
live.”” Also, when this cow’s long 
and useful milking life is over, her 
carcass commands a vast advantage 
for edible meat. 

That the West Coast has been 
keeping in step with the other sec- 
tions in developing this breed of 
dairy cattle is attested by the vast 
aggregate of high production which 
exemplifies the animals entered in 
the state sale. Last year at the Cali- 
fornia State Fair, every female 
which had completed one lactation, 
(one exception) had a _ production 
record. They averaged 507 lbs. but- 
terfat. In the aged cow class every 
matron had a production mark, aver- 
aging 667 lbs. butterfat. During 
this past year California had 472 
cows under test sponsored by the 
National Association. This, of course, 
is only a handful as compared to 
the great number in local dairy herd 
improvement associations. 

Had California and the West’s 
Holsteins not turned in the great 
performance of production which 
they have, they certainly wouldn’t 
have been running true to form. 
Even before the days of Tilly Al- 
cartra, the far sighted breeders of 


this area had constructed a ground- 
work which would not be denied. 
Such blood lines as King of the Pon- 
tiacs, Sir P. O. M., Juliana King 
of Riverside, Hazelwood Ormsby 
Posch, Hazelwood Bracelet Korn- 
dyke, Lunde Oregon DeKol and 
others has left its mark.

the best of them being inbred 
daughters of the old bull. 

Ormsby Sensation 36th, on com- 
ing to Southeastern Pennsylvania, 
was used extensively in the Huns- 
perger and Gross herds and then 
went to the Kriebel herd. He has 
petter than thirty daughters at Krie- 
pel’s, thirteen at Hunsberger’s and 
seven in the Gross herd today, with 
others scattered through numerous 
herds in Bucks, Berks and Montgom- 
ery Counties, besides others still in 
the northern part of the state where 
he was first used. 


Mr. Hunsberger was the only one 
of the partners that has done any 
production testing outside of CTA 
work, his Belle Crest herd having 
recently completed its sixth year 
of H. I. R. with 13,221 lbs. milk, 
38%, 507.5 lbs. fat practically all 
in Class C. His average for the first 
five years is 420.4 lbs. fat from 
11,576 lbs. milk, 3.7%, on an 
average of 15 cows’ per year, 
all in Class C. This is the 
highest Class C average listed among 
the five-year herds in Vol 9 and a 
great deal of credit for this fine 
showing must be given to Ormsby 
Sensation 36th. 

The old boy has 27 H. I. R. daugh- 
ters, according to the latest Red 
Book, all but seven of them with the 
Belle Crest prefix, the entire list 
averaging on a mature Class B basis, 
592 lbs. fat from 16,310 lbs. milk, 
3.63%. Of these, 16 have dams 
with H. I. R. records for comparison, 
the sixteen daughters averaging 639 
lbs. fat as against 638 lbs. for their 
dams, the sire raising the test from 
3.69% for the dams to 3.72% for 
the daughters. In the list of Index 
Sires in Vol 9, only one other sire 
that was mated with dams averaging 
as high as 638 lbs. fat was able to 
maintain or increase production in 
the daughters. 

These figures do not include the 
highest record daughter of Ormsby 
Sensation 36th. She is Belle Crest 
Ormsby Bess, recently finished with 
899 lbs. fat from 24,969 lbs. milk, 
4.6%, with about four months of 
the record on two-time and the bal- 
ance On three-time milking. This 
record being made following three 
excellent records in heifer form. His 
highest testing daughter is Belle 
Crest Ormsby Sensation, who tested 
44% as a two-year-old, 4.7% as a 
three-year-old and 4.6% in each of 
her next two lactations at four and 
five years old. Four other daugh-

others from 3.7 to 3.9%. His Belle 
Crest daughters seem to test a bit 
higher on the average than those in 
the other herds, and Mr. Hunsberger 
credits that to the inheritance of one 
of his old brood cows that has a 
large number of descendants in the 
herd and who seems to have a 
marked ability to transmit high test. 
Incidentally, Mr. Hunsberger, who is 
a close student of the breed, believes 


that our progress in raising the test. 


of the breed will come more surely 
through brood cows rather than 
through herd sires of high fat test 
inheritance. 

Others breeders that have Ormsby 
Sensation 36th daughters include 
Marion Harper, who is starting a 
herd at eeuteien: Pa., and who re- 
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cently purchased three daughters of 
this sire from Belle Crest; also 
Lewis Duerr, Jr., Bernville, Pa., who 
has two from Belle Crest and one 
from the Canby herd that are all 
making outstanding production rec- 
ords in CTA. 

Perhaps it was the success of the 
cooperative arrangement in the own- 
ership of Ormsby Sensation 36th 
that led to a further development of 
this idea. Several other great sires 
have since been purchased jointly 
by the four breeders, Canby, Huns- 
berger, Gross and Kriebel, or by va- 
rious combinations of the four. A 
little later we hope to present a 
more detailed story of this cooper- 
ative breeding program which is 
making Bucks County one of the im- 
portant Holstein centers of the 
country.

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HONOR ROLL HERDS IN by 


PENNSYLVANIA 

The Pennsylvania Dairymen’s As- 
sociation, of which G. A. Burdick is 
secretary, did a fine job of report- 
ing their thirteenth annual meet- 
ing this year, putting it out in an 
attractive bulletin containing ad- 
dresses given on Bang’s control, 
pasture improvement, new things in 
dairying, and several summaries of 
the various aspects of the dairy situ- 
ation in the State. Included among 
these last was a complete listing of 
the Honor Roll herds of Pennsyl- 
vania for 1937, listed according to 
their respective associations. 

Statistics in the Honor Roll list- 
ing give some interesting breed com- 
parisons. Of the 1,347 herds listed, 
459 were Holsteins, 264 were Guern- 
seys, 184 were Jerseys, 27 Ayrshires, 
8 Brown Swiss, and 405 herds were 
of mixed breeding. Holstein herds 
made up 35% of the Honor Roll. 


Holstein herds led 43%, or 39 of 
the 91 associations. Jerseys and 
Guernseys each topped 13, one 
Brown Swiss herd stood at the head 
of its association, and 25 mixed 
herds took top honors in their re- 
spective clubs. 

About a quarter of the herds on 
the Honor Roll were composed en- 
tirely of purebred animals, and of 
these purebred herds, approximately 
half were Holsteins. 

There were 11 herds which aver- 
aged above 500 lbs. of butterfat, 
six Holstein, three Jersey, and two 
Guernsey herds. The highest herd 
average made in the State was 601.2 
lbs. of fat, 16,664 lbs. of milk, made 


the Westmoreland County Home 
Holstein herd at Greensburg. This 
remarkable average was made on 
25 cows.

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PROGRESS IN ILLINOIS DHIA 


Membership in Illinois Dairy Herd 
Improvement Associations in 1937 
reached an all time peak with a total 
of 1,428 members in 66 Associations, 
and with 27,566 cows on test. Lead- 
ing counties in the state were Mc- 
Henry County, which lead in the 
number of members and number of 
cows on test; Kane County, which 
had the highest percentage of cows 
on test; and Moultrie County’s As- 
sociation which had the highest av- 
erage production—387.7 lbs. of fat. 

Five herds had an average pro- 
duction above 500 lbs. of fat, and 100 
herds produced over 400 lbs. each 
for the year. Honors go to Harold 
Birckelbaw, grade Guernsey breeder 
of McLean County for highest produc- 
ing herd. Two well known Holstein 
herds were second and third, re- 
spectively. Yapp and Goeke Havana, 
had a herd average of 563 lbs., Inka 
Farm, Kane No. 3, was third with a 
544 lb. average. Mooseheart Farm, 
with by far the largest herd among 


the leaders, stood fourth with an av- : 


erage 493.3 lbs. Of the ten high- 
est producing herds in the State hav- 
ing over ten cow years, pure bred 
Holstein herds numbered seven, in- 
cluding the top four. 


An interesting comparison is 
gained by averaging the lbs. of fat 
produced by the ten highest records 
in the State in each of the four major 
dairy breeds. Records of the ten high- 
est Holsteins lead, averaging 494.49 
Ibsfi of fat. The Guernseys, 445.66 
lbs.; and the rown Swiss average was 
410.38 lbs. When the milk records 
of these animals are averaged the 
Holstein breed is far in the lead. 
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A pure bred Holstein owned by 
Inka Farm, Kane County, led all 
cows tested, with a production of 24,- 
505 lbs. of milk and 872.1 Ibs. of 
butterfat made on three milkings 
daily. She was closely pressed by 
another pure bred Holstein owned by 
the W. T. Rawleigh Co. A Mooseheart 
cow had the third highest record. 


Approximately 34 per cent of all 
cows tested were pure breds, and 22 
per cent were pure bred Holsteins. 

96 sires were proved last year in 
the State, 60 per cent of which low- 
ered production in the herds where 
they were used. 


Figures on the Bangs eradication 
program show that 45.9 per cent of 
the DHIA herds tested for Bangs 
disease, with a total of 517 animals 
being culled for that reason. Almost 
one-fifth of the cows tested during 
the year were culled or died, fifty 
per cent of the culls being for low 
production. Udder trouble, Abortion 
and sterility alo took a heavy toll.
